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Anger mounts over 
more housing plans 


RESIDENTS in Newmarket have 
expressed dismay at a housing 
developer’s plans for their area. 

A total of 21 houses are planned 
for land in St John’s Avenue, op¬ 
posite Ditton Lodge School. 

The Flagship Housing Group, 
who are behind the plans, are 
holding a consultation event to¬ 
morrow to show residents their 
proposals. 

And at Monday’s town council 
meeting, Lee Webster from Flag¬ 
ship Housing gave a presentation 
on what the company planned. 

The houses will be a mixture of 
one to four-bedroom homes. 

In 2006, a planning applica¬ 
tion by Flagship Housing Group 
for homes on the same site was 
turned down because it would 
have meant the loss of allot¬ 
ments and space and because of 
concerns over traffic congestion. 

Two further applications were 
also rejected. 

Mr Webster told councillors: 
“This is quite a sensitive devel¬ 
opment. We want to gather as 
many thoughts as possible”. 

The drawings were “not set in 
concrete”, he said. 

But residents are angry and 
Peter Cresswell, former district 
councillor, who lives in nearby 
Peterhouse Drive, said Flagship 
would be faced with “mass op- 
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position” from local people. 

He said: “Ditton Lodge school 
has expanded considerably since 
the matter was last considered 
and there are serious highways 
concerns in respect of access to 
the site. 

“There are already significant 
traffic problems with cars parked 
outside the school, bearing in 
mind there is a bend in the road 
and it is on an incline. 

“These concerns were ex¬ 
pressed, not for the first time, at 
the Annual General Meeting of 
Neighbourhood Watch here on 
Crockfords Park estate.” 

Mr Cresswell also said he had 
concerns about the organisation 
of the consultation tomorrow. 

He said: “I am extremely un¬ 
impressed and concerned by the 
unreasonable way Flagship have 
organised this so-called consul¬ 
tation event. 

“The proposed development 
will affect all residents who live 
on Crockfords Park estate, not 
merely the handful of house¬ 
holds who have received written 
notification of the consultation. 

“St John’s Avenue is a very busy 
road indeed and the vast major¬ 
ity of residents have no idea at 
all these plans are going to be on 


display The timing is also ques¬ 
tionable - on the first day of the 
school holiday 

“Flagship Housing Group’s ap¬ 
proach has been very unsatisfac¬ 
tory and disappointing.” 

Garsham Robertson, chairman 
of the Crockfords Park residents 
association, added: “It would ap¬ 
pear that this factor alone [con¬ 
sultation timing] is contrived 
to make it difficult for people to 
attend, being in the main when 
most people, who are not on hol¬ 
iday and have somehow become 
aware of the event, are at work or 
returning from work. 

“I feel yet again disappointed 
at the actions of Flagship Hous¬ 
ing Group.” 

The News was unable to reach 
Flagship Housing for comment. 

Plans for the St John’s Avenue 
development will be on display 
tomorrow at Ditton Lodge school 
from 4pm until 7pm.

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College ‘making progress’ 
to leave special measures

THE newly-converted New¬ 
market Academy is “making 
reasonable progress towards 
the removal of special meas¬ 
ures”, according to its latest 
Ofsted report. 

The inspection, carried out 
on June 11 and 12, just a few 
weeks before the college be¬ 
came an academy, highlights 
the changes that have been 
made since the school was 
put into special measures 
last April - but says there is 
still work that needs to be 
done. 

Head of school, Nick Froy, 
said: “This is a very en¬ 
couraging report reflecting 
the continued momentum 
of change and validating 
our work over the last few 
months. 

“We remain under no illu¬ 
sion of the journey ahead but 
are clearly pleased that the 
Inspector was able to report 
that we are going in the right 
direction. 

“Of course we would have 
loved to be able to report that 
we had made sufficient pro¬ 
gress to move out of special 
measures. 

“However, our ambition 
has never been just to get out 
of special measures but to be 
a good and ultimately out¬ 
standing school and one of 
which the local community 
can be proud.” 

The report said the 
achievements of students 
were improving, with pro¬ 


gress made by younger stu¬ 
dents more consistent. 

However, report author Ian 
Middleton said: “There are 
still inconsistencies in the 
progress made by different 
groups of students in year 11. 

“The most able students 
are not yet reaching excel¬ 
lence in their academic 
work.” 

Mr Middleton also said 
that the teaching that pupils 
were receiving had improved 
and that teachers were “striv¬ 
ing to improve their effec¬ 
tiveness”, while similar im¬ 
provements were being seen 
in the Academy’s students. 

He added: “Most students 
now take their studies seri¬ 
ously. Although attendance 
remains below average, im¬ 
provements this year have 


been sustained.” 

The school has said they 
will be targeting these ar¬ 
eas of improvement come 
September, where they will 
be launching a new house 
system - Tutte, Franklin and 
Brooke, after code breaker 
Bill Tutte, biophysicist Ro¬ 
salind Franklin, and English 
poet Rubert Chawner Brooke 
- which headteacher Nick 
Froy says will provide “co¬ 
hesive and comprehensive 
support for the child while 
bringing together monitor¬ 
ing and support for attend¬ 
ance, behaviour and out¬ 
comes.” 

Now, the school and Mr 
Froy will be focusing on 
making the improvements, 
with help from Samuel Ward, 
to ensure the school grows.

Clamp down on camps 

MORE than 200 unauthorised 
encampments have been set up 
across Suffolk since 2007. 

Political leaders are aiming to 
set up three short stay stopping 
sites for gypsies and travellers in 
a bid to tackle the problem. 

The length of stay on these 
sites usually runs for between 28 
days and three months. 

Potential sites will be identified 
and a public consultation is 
expected to take place across 
August and September. 

Award for road safety 

MORE than 100 pupils and 
teachers have met to discuss 
road safety. 

Primary school children shared 
their views with county council¬ 
lors at the Junior Road Safety 
Officer Scheme awards. 

The scheme gives children, 
aged between 9 and 11, the 
chance to act as a voice for their 
load school or community. 

Prizes were given out to 
schools for innovative schemes. 

Broadband milestone 

MORE than 36,000 homes and 
businesses are now connected to 
faster broadband. 

The Better Broadband for 
Suffolk programme has been 
operational for almost a year, 
with 1,500 homes in West 
Suffolk benefitting. 

By the end of 2015, Suffolk 
County Council has pledged that 
every property in the county can 
access speeds of at least 2Mbps. 

Every three months, between 
now and the end of 2015,10,000 
more properties will make the 
switch. 


He said: “We have enjoyed 
fantastic support from the 
entire team at Samuel Ward.

“We will create a school 
that supports and devel¬ 
ops learning across all the 
schools in the Trust while 
maintaining Newmarket’s 
unique identity.” 


Please stay off the school field, says head 


CONCERNS were raised 
about the use of the school 
playing field, as the News has 
previously reported. 

In the College's Ofsted 
report, Mr Middleton said: 
"Although students are 
suitably supervised by staff, 
it is not unusual, while they 
learn sports on the field, to 
see members of the public 
using the same space to 
walk dogs without leads. 
"This aspect of safeguarding 
should be addressed 
urgently." 

Mr Froy previously told 


the News that members of 
the public walking their dogs 
caused a problem with dog 
mess. 

He said: "Their [dog 
owners'] antisocial behaviour 
has jeopardised sporting 
events in the past and the 
long jump has been made 
unusable because the sandpit 
is often full of dog mess." 

Speaking yesterday, Mr 
Froy asked the public to 
avoid using the field and 
added: "We are obviously 
concious that we have a duty 
of care to our students which 


is made more difficult with 
the use of the Academy's 
field by members of the 
public. 

"We are considering our 
options and in the meantime 
ask the public to avoid using 
the field - and in particular 
during school hours."

We felt elation and 
now we have to wait’

A LITTLE boy from Burwell has un¬ 
dergone pioneering surgery in Italy 
to help him hear. 

Danny Pickard, who is 2, under¬ 
went the complicated surgery last 
Monday, which saw an auditory 
brain stem implant (ABI) put into his 
brain. 

The ABI is an electronic device 
which acts as a microphone, im¬ 
planted where the hearing nerves are 
usually attached. 

The surgery took eight hours and 
is hoped it will allow Danny, who has 
CHARGE syndrome and is profound¬ 
ly deaf, to hear for the first time. 

During the surgery, 12 electrodes 
are implanted into the brain where 
the hearing nerves would be. 

And, in Danny’s case, all 12 elec¬ 
trodes appear to be working, which 
is rare - and could point to a bright 
future for the youngster. 

His mum, Helen Pickard, said: 
“The day of the operation was horri¬ 
ble. It was the longest day ever. 

“But it went really well and when 
we heard it went well there was com¬ 
plete elation. 

“Danny recovered really quickly, a 
lot quicker than anyone expected. 

“We had a check up at the hospi¬ 
tal on Tuesday and they are all really 
happy with him.” 

Danny was discharged from the 
Milan hospital last Friday and the 
family is now waiting until the im¬ 
plant can be turned on. 

Helen said: “We are waiting for the 
end of August because we need to 
give the wound some time to heal. 

“Hopefully it will work. All 12 elec¬ 
trodes are working which is unusual 
but that gives him better access to 
sound. 

“There might not be anything 
straight away but for him to hear 
something would be a dream come 
true.” 

For a long time, the family were 
trying to raise £65,000 to send Danny 
to Italy for the operation. A team of 
dedicated volunteers arranged bake 
sales, took part in runs or organised 
family fun days to raise as much 
money as possible. 

And the family received some light 
at the end of the fundraising tun¬ 
nel when surgeons in Italy said they 
would do the operation without the 
cash up-front so that Danny could 
benefit as much as possible from 



the implant. The implants are said to 
work best when they are put in at a 
young age, doctors said. 

Helen added: “We haven’t raised 
enough to pay for it all but they have 
let us come over and have the opera¬ 
tion. They want him to benefit fully 
from the ABI which means doing it 
while he is still very young. 

“We have been so lucky that Prof 
Coletti and his team have agreed to 
give Danny his implant even though 
we are unable to pay the full amount 
up-front. 

“They have allowed us to pay the

balance in instalments, so we still 
need your help.” 

The next fundraising effort for 
Danny will be a cake sale held out¬ 
side Tina’s in Burwell on Saturday, 
luly 26 from 8.30am. 

Donations of cakes or jigsaw puz¬ 
zles can be brought down in the 
morning. 

The Newmarket Bikers will also be 
holding their Reunion Rideout on 
Saturday, starting from Studlands 
Park Sports and Social Club in New¬ 
market at 2pm, to raise money for 
Danny’s Help Me Hear campaign.

Honour for pair 
who saved man 


in suicide jump

TWO men who saved the 
life of a suicidal man who 
jumped from a bridge on the 
A14 at Newmarket are to be 
given a national award. 

Darren Jenkins and Pc Ian 
Watson are to be given na¬ 
tional life-saving honours 
from the Royal Humane So¬ 
ciety after they caught a man 
as he jumped to his death. 

Mr Jenkins spotted the 
41-year-old Newmarketman 
who had climbed over the 
bridge’s safety barrier and 
positioned himself ready to 
jump at about 10pm on De¬ 
cember 13 last year. 

Pc Watson was on duty 
and was sent to the scene. 

He said: “I was about 20 
seconds away. I didn’t know 
Darren was there when I ar¬ 
rived, I just knew there was 
a man who had climbed 
over the railings on the A142 
bridge over the A14. 

“We would have been 
faced with at least a single

fatality if he had fallen and 
we were above three-lane 
traffic on the A14.” 

Mr Jenkins was already 
holding the man’s left arm, 
and Pc Watson took hold of 
his right as Mr Jenkins con¬ 
tinued to talk to him. 

It was then that, without 
warning, the man stepped 
off and was left hanging in 
the air with Mr Jenkins and 
Pc Watson holding him. 

Pc Watson added: “It went 
from just holding him to 
stopping him falling. My 
only thoughts were, T have 
hold of him and I’m not go¬ 
ing to let go, we have got to 
get him back over’. 

“Somehow, we managed 
to haul him back over the 
railings and onto the pave¬ 


ment.” 

Both Darren Jenkins and 
Pc Ian Watson are set to re¬ 
ceive Royal Humane Soci¬ 
ety testimonials after being 
nominated by Insp Matthew 
Rose. 

Dick Wilkinson, secretary 
of the Royal Humane Socie¬ 
ty, said: “If they had not been 
there to stop the man, quite 
apart from the possibility of 
death or serious injury to 
himself he could also have 
caused a serious pile up on 
the road below.” 

Speaking of Mr Jenkins, 
Insp Rose said: “This mem¬ 
ber of the public has gone 
out of his way when he has 
seen someone in distress 
and potentially put himself 
in danger to save this per¬ 
son’s life. 

“Pc Jenkins has also gone 
above and beyond what we 
would expect of a police 
officer to save this young 
man’s life and this is wor¬ 
thy of a nomination for this 
prestigious award.”

A FINAL farewell was paid to 
a highly-regarded name in 
racing last week. 

Michael Carty, better 
known as Mick, died earlier 
this month. 

His funeral was held in 
Newmarket last week and 
saw the racing name bid 
farewell to the town he had 
made his own. 

Mick started his life in 
Newmarket in the 1960s 
when, aged 20, he moved 
from Enniscorthy in Ireland 
after completing a stable lad 
apprenticeship. 

Making the move to 
horseracing HQ, Mick then 
took up work as a stable 
lad and worked for many 
top trainers including Willie 
Haggis. 

He also worked with jock¬ 
eys including Lester Piggot 
and Frankie Dettori. 

His son Laurence Carty 
said: “Dad was a head stable 
lad and well known amongst 


the racing community. 

“He worked with lots of 
the most famous trainers 
and still helped out after he’d 
had a stroke.” 

When his ill health 
stopped him from riding, 
Mick began working at the 
National Horseracing Mu¬ 
seum. 

Laurence said: “He would 
be the one to put you 
through your paces on the 
mechanical racing horse. 

“I have letters from Can¬ 
ada, Australia and every¬ 
where from people who 
commented on what they 
did at the museum and how 
much they enjoyed it. 

“There were three of them 
who did it and all three of 
them brought a lot of pleas¬ 
ure to the people who visited 
the museum.” 

During his work at the 
Horseracing Museum, Mick 
also got to rub shoulders 
with other big names, which 


included American jockey 
Ray York, who raced from 
1949 to 2001, winning over 
3,000 races. 

Graham Snelling, deputy 
director at The National 
Horseracing Museum, paid 
tribute to Mick. 

He said: “Mick was a great 
member of our team at the 
museum. 

“He was able to call upon 
his vast experience from 
working in racing all his life 
and pass this onto our visi¬ 
tors who got a real insight 
into his wonderful and 
eventful life in racing.” 

A horse-drawn hearse 
took Mick along the High 
Street to his funeral at The 
Catholic Church of Our Lady 
and St Etheldreda in New¬ 
market last Tuesday. 

Mr Snelling added: “He 
will be greatly missed by all 
the staff and our visitors. 

“It was a privilege to have 
known him.”

A MOTHER of two stole 
£45,000 from the New¬ 
market catering company 
where she worked by pay¬ 
ing herself a “shadow sal¬ 
ary”, a court has heard. 

Angela Garton, 37, made 
unauthorised transfers 
from the bank account of 
the catering firm into her 
own bank over a period of 
almost four years. 

On Thursday, Garton, of 
Portland Road, Newmar¬ 
ket, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court and was sen¬ 
tenced to 21 months im¬ 
prisonment suspended for 
two years. 

Mr Recorder Bruce 
Houlder QC ordered Gar-

ton, living on benefits, to 
repay at the rate of £40 a 
month the full £45,540 she 
stole from the company. 

Garton, who will also be 
under Probation Service 
supervision for 12 months, 
had pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing to theft 
from an employer. 

The court heard how 
Garton worked part-time 
for the company for five 
and a half years, and had 
used her position dealing 
with accounts to transfer 
sums roughly equivalent 
to her legitimate salary to 


her own bank account and 
also used cheques signed 
by one of the directors. 

Prosecuting, Neil King 
said: “In many ways the 
theft was very simple. 
What she did was effec¬ 
tively pay herself a shadow 
salary.” 

The thefts were commit¬ 
ted between December 
31, 2009 and September 2, 
2013 and were finally un¬ 
covered by accountants. 

In mitigation, HughVass 
said: “This is not someone 
who is living the high life 
at someone else’s expense. 
What it amounted to was 
eeking out an existence 
with two young children.” 


Despite thefts continu¬ 
ing for almost four years, 
it had been inevitable that 
Garton would be eventu¬ 
ally identified, he said. 

Payments into her bank 
account had begun in¬ 
nocently as salary being 
paid in advance but later 
beame in addition to her 
legitimate salary. 

Mr Recorder Houlder 
said: “You have come to¬ 
day extremely close to an 
immediate sentence of 
imprisonment. 

“This is a very consider¬ 
able opportunity that you 
have. 

“I hope you will seize it 
with both hands.”

Butterflies need us and we need them 


SINCE creating a meadow area in his own 
back garden three years ago, Sir David Atten¬ 
borough has enjoyed an influx of wildlife and 
is this year hoping to see a wide range of but¬ 
terflies visiting it. 

“I have an area of meadow turf with a mown 
lawn walkway which winds its way through 
it and I see a number of different butterflies 
- meadow browns, cabbage whites and occa¬ 
sionally tortoiseshells. I haven’t seen a red ad¬ 
miral for a number of years though, but I used 
to.” 

As president of the charity Butterfly Con¬ 
servation, Sir David will be taking part in this 
year’s Big Butterfly Count, in which members 
of the public are asked to report sightings to 
give the charity a clearer picture of the nation’s 
butterflies. This, in turn, gives us a view of the

state of the countryside as a whole. 

Garden favourite, the small tortoiseshell en¬ 
joyed its best year for a decade last summer, 
while peacocks, small and large white also had 
good years, but migrants including red admi¬ 


rals and painted lady struggled. 

“The count helps us a great deal,” says Sir 
David. “It provides a recognition chart from a 
scientifically accurate, huge army of observers 
whose results can give you all kinds of impor¬ 
tant information. 

“What we know is that last year was a good 
year for butterflies in that a lot of species came 
back or increased in numbers, but the decline 
in British butterflies is still going on. Last year 
was an optimistic blip.” 

Three quarters of the UK’s butterflies are in 
decline and one third are in danger of extinc¬ 
tion, according to the charity. 

“This is bad news for butterflies and it is bad 
news for the UK’s birds, bees, bats and other 
wildlife. Butterflies are a key indicator species 
of the health of our environment - if they are

struggling, then many other species are strug¬ 
gling also,” says Sir David. 

“Butterflies are pollinators, pollinating the 
countryside. To have pollinators in the coun¬ 
tryside means you have a healthy and renew¬ 
ing countryside. If you lose them, you will lose 
a great deal.” 

Butterfly numbers have declined because the 
numbers of wild places left in the countryside 
have diminished as agriculture has become 
more efficient, he says. 

“But if you put together all our suburban 
gardens, they form a huge area in the British 
landscape and they can help replace those wild 
places that agriculture has taken over.” 

He says gardeners can all do their bit to help 
butterflies. 

“Gardeners can take a small patch of their 
cultivated, cosseted garden to go wild. You may 
not like nettles or brambles, but they provide 
food for quite a range of butterflies.” 

Plants including buddleia, Verbena bonarien- 
sis, lavender, perennial wallflowers and marjo¬ 
ram are all magnets for butterflies. Other plants 
which attract them include hebes, Michaelmas 
daisies, cosmos, phlox, pinks and heleniums. 

Choose sunny, sheltered spots to plant nec¬ 
tar-rich flowers and try to provide flowers right 
through the butterfly season. Spring flowers are 
vital for butterflies coming out of hibernation 
while autumn flowers help butterflies build up 
their reserves for winter. 

UK butterflies rallied last summer following 
their worst year on record but numbers were 
still below average. 

Dr Tom Brereton, head of monitoring at But¬ 
terfly Conservation, says: “The recovery of but¬ 
terflies in 2013 was highly welcome but there is 
still a long way to go before butterflies return to 
former glories. 

“Our ongoing monitoring efforts will be vital 
in assessing whether we are on track to reverse 
butterfly declines and rebuild a healthy coun¬ 
tryside.”

STUNNING photographs of 
thoroughbreds have been on 
display in a Newmarket gallery. 

The Jockey Club played host 
to Ripley, a fine art photogra¬ 
pher, in his first exhibition at the 
gallery and in the world premier 
of his exhibition on Thorough¬ 
bred Racehorse portraiture.

horses in Newmarket during 
the late 18th century. 

And while he works to keep 
the “classical equine art feel”, 
the artist uses “cutting edge 
technology” meaning every hair 
of the racehorse can be seen. 

A spokesperson from The 
Jockey Club said: “Using this 
method he is able to combine 
both the reality that photog¬ 
raphy achieves along with the 
freedom to compose the image 
as would a traditional artist. 

“The resulting large canvases 
almost look like paintings, yet 
everything in them is real. 

“The Jockey Club Rooms 
house one of the most distin¬ 
guished collections of horse 
racing art in Britain, and to see 
Ripley’s stunning portraits sit¬ 
ting alongside masterpieces by 
these esteemed painters was a 
surreal experience. 

“Whilst complementing the 
imagery of the past, they ap¬

Suffolk's road 
safety chairman

THE chairman of a road safety 
campaign has confessed to his own

I know you shouldn't be using 
a mobile phone while driving. I try not 
to do it now. I always make sure my 
mobile phone is switched off." 

Mr Newman said he completed a 
speed awareness course after he was 
caught speeding. He claimed the two 
incidents were his only blemishes in 47 
years of driving.

SPIRITUAL: Waterskier and 
medium Rachel Casson

W HEN she was 5 
years old, Rachel 
Casson heard a 
noise that 

petrified her. It was one of her 
favourite toys, a wooden dog 
that made a ‘clonkety-clonk’ 
sound when you moved it. But 
she wasn’t moving it. She was 
lying in bed - and the dog was 
on top of her wardrobe. 

“I remember waking 
up, and I could hear this 
‘clonkety-clonk, clonkety- 
clonk’,” says Rachel, in her soft 
Birmingham accent. “My heart 
starts pounding, and then this 
dog just comes to the edge 
of the wardrobe, lifts off and 
lands on my bed. 

“Well I’m hysterical. I 
actually got a smacked bottom 
for that,” she adds with a wry 
laugh. My dad told me off, and 
my mum said ‘Stop this Rach, 
this is just your imagination’.” 

Curled up on the sofa of 
her Cottenham home, the 
43-year-old explains that this 
wasn’t the first time she’d seen 
something deeply unusual. 
From as far back as she can 
remember, Rachel says she’s 
felt the presence of spirits, 
either sensing their energy “or 
seeing them as clear as I’m 
seeing you. Sometimes I was 
aware of children playing, and 
I’d sometimes wake up and 
see faces. 

“For me that was just my 
normality. But when I told my 
mum, or especially my dad, 
they’d say ‘Don’t tell lies’. So 
as a child it was quite hard to 
express how I was, because 
people thought I was away 
with the fairies.” 

As she grew up, Rachel 
learned to hide her secret, but 
it came to a head when her 
mother tragically developed 
ovarian cancer. “Two weeks

before she died, my granddad, 
who passed away when I was 
4, came and sat on my bed 
and said ‘Rach, we need to 
take your mum away, she’s 
very poorly.’ And I knew 
the day she was going to 
die. I told my dad and my 
nan, but they wouldn’t let 
me go and see her in the 
hospital; they were trying 
to protect me. 

“I went to bed, and 
this feeling of peace come 
over me at about 12 
o’clock. And then my dad 
knocked on the bedroom 
door, and I sat up and 
said ‘I know she’s gone’.” 

Eaten up by grief and 
anger at not being able 
to help her mum, Rachel, 
then 15, 
poured 
all 

of her 
energy 

into her sport: “My world had 
been torn apart, and the only 
way I’m still alive is because I 
had my waterski racing.” 

Born into a watersports- 
loving family, Rachel first took 
to the skis at 10, “and I was in 
my element,” she says. “Oh, 
it was my absolute passion. 

I loved the freedom and the 
speed. It’s an awesome feeling; 
it gets your pulse going, it 
makes you feel alive, and 
for me it gave me a point of 
focus.” 


As a speed skier, 
Rachel would 
complete four- 
mile laps 

against other 
competitors, 
exceeding 
speeds of 
a dizzying 
1 OOmph. 
She was 
talented, 
too, becoming 
British 
Champion 
then European 
Champion by 
the age of 19: “the 
best I got to be was 
fifth in the world. It was 
good,” she grins, “but I 
always wanted to be World 
Champion.” 

Aged 20, it looked as 
though that dream would 
come true. Rachel 
was competing 
in the World 

Championships in Darwin, 
Australia, and all was in her 
favour. “It’s the best and the 
worst race I ever had in my 
life,” she shrugs. “I was so 
focused; I was overtaking 
people like they were going 
backwards, and I was a 
minute and 24 seconds ahead 
of the whole field.” 

But just 200 metres from the 
finish line, disaster struck. As 
she lapped a competitor, her 
driver didn’t realise they were

way ahead and, to make the 
boat go faster, released a two- 
tonne ballast tank of water. 

A YouTube clip shows Rachel 
thrown from her ski and, at 
105mph, smashing through 
waves as hard as concrete. 

“It was like being in a 
washing machine,” she 
recalls. “Everything was 
in slow motion, and it felt 
like I was being punched. 

I didn’t know what was up 
or what was down.” She 
was hauled into the boat, 
“and I remember being in 
agony, spitting blood and 
disorientated. I didn’t realise, 
but I’d broken three ribs, my 
shoulder, my knee, and one 
of the vertebrae in my back.” 

Yet incredibly, Rachel got 
back on her ski and finished 
the race. “I had all this 
adrenaline in my body,” she 
explains. “It took me three 
attempts to get up, and I 
probably got last in the race, 
but I did finish. And when I 
finished I passed out,” she 
adds with a smile. “I came 
round, and had a fit because 
they were going to cut my 
lucky wetsuit off me.” 

Rachel was out of action 
for two-and-a-half years as 
she underwent countless 
operations, “and it totally 
changed my life. It was 
almost like when my mum 
died: it was like I switched 
off. Skiing helped me to deal 
with my emotions; it gave me 
a physical outlet to put my 
aggression into. So when I 
stopped it was very difficult, 
and I did everything I could 
to get back.” 

Over the next five years, 
Rachel gradually built 
herself back up. As well as 
training in sports massage 
and relocating from 
Birmingham to Cottenham, 
she was once again crowned 
British Champion, won 
the European Cup and was 
second in Europe overall: “So 
I did very well, but mentally 
I could never let go again. 
Whereas before my crash I 
had no fear, there was this 
seed of doubt planted in my 
mind. It never was the same 
after that.” 

At 28 Rachel had another 
accident, again in the World 
Championships, again in 
Australia. “This time it wasn’t 
such a dramatic crash: It was 
quite a rough race and I fell, 
and my arm got jammed up 
my back.” It transpired she’d 
badly damaged her shoulder, 
but again skied on - which 
later earned her a strict 


telling-off from her surgeon. 
“And that’s when it hit me. I 
had to stop. It was one of the 
most painful things I’ve ever 
done, but I knew I had to. 
And that’s when my life took 
a different turn.” 

In her years of competitive 
skiing, Rachel’s sensitivity 
to spirits had, she says, 
“quietened down: I was 
aware, but it wasn’t that 
strong. But after my last 
crash, that’s when all the 
spiritual stuff started to 
come back. 

“I had people walking 
through my bedroom in the 
middle of the night; I could 
see faces in the carpet, the 
curtains; I could see colours, 

I would wake up and hear 
conversations between two 
people; I’d be aware of how 
people were feeling. All these 
sensitivities were turned 
on, but I wasn’t in control. It 
was like being in a car with 
its headlights blazing, but I 
couldn’t drive the car. 

“I thought I was actually 
going mad, because I would 
feel the energy around me 
all the time, I would feel 
my head tingling, and think 
‘Oh my gosh that’s it, you’re 
losing the plot’.” 

Rachel had her epiphany 
while reading a book about 
spiritual healing: “I put it on 
my chest to reflect on it, and 
all of a sudden this golden 
energy was in the room and 
I could feel this presence 
and this love. It was the most 
awesome feeling I’ve ever 
had. My heart was racing, 
but in a good way, and my 
whole body was bathed in 
this warmth. That was my 
sign. What the skiing enabled 
me to do was to run from 
the anger and pain inside 
me. And once I felt the love, I 
couldn’t be angry any more. I 
had to deal with it.” 

Rachel decided to join 
the Cambridge Spiritualist 
Church and, in 2005, 
completed a mediumistic 
course at Arthur Findlay 
College of Psychic Science in 
Stansted: “They call it Spooks 
Hall!” she chuckles. “I walked 
into the sanctuary there, 
and said ‘Finally, I’m home’. 

I knew that there was a place 
where I could go and be me, 
where I wouldn’t be judged 
as nutty.” 

She describes spiritualism 
as “a religion, a philosophy 
and a science, but what 
makes spiritualism different 
to any other religion is that 
we believe in the progression 


of the spirit after death. I 
wouldn’t push it on anybody, 
but it’s what’s right for me. 

It’s given me a philosophy 
for my life, and it’s made me 
look at how I behave with 
others.” 

Today, Rachel divides her 
time between her sports 
therapy business and 
working as medium and 
healer, “and sometimes 
when people come in for 
a sports therapy session, 
they get a reading as well. 

I don’t charge them for it, 
but if their granny or aunty 
has been good enough to 
come through, and they’re so 
insistent that they’re going to 
stand by me and I’m going to 
get a message, I’m going to 
give it to them.” 

Does it freak people out? 
“Sometimes! It has done 
in the past but it’s more 
in control now. When I’m 
working as a spiritual healer 
I’m working; when I’m not, 
I’m switched off.” 

She also demonstrates 
mediumship in spiritualist 
churches around the 
country, as well as leading 
workshops both in the UK 
and Germany, “but for me it 
isn’t about being a showman, 
it’s about touching people 
with words of love and 
healing. That’s my passion.” 

Do people say she’s 
a charlatan? “Yes, 
unfortunately the world 
is full of people that think 
you’re out to seduce people 
and take people’s money. 

It really makes me feel 
upset, because if I can help 
somebody to know that their 
mum’s OK, and in a better 
place, and still loves them, 
then I will do that! 

“I get people who are 
very vulnerable coming 
and sitting in front of me, 
and I think it is a huge 
responsibility, but I do my 
mediumistic work in total 
humility and with total 
respect for others.” 

But, says Rachel, she no 
longer worries what others 
think about her. “People have 
thought I was nutty since I 
was a child, and I never really 
fitted in. But I’m myself now, 
and I don’t care whether I fit 
in or not. All I’m trying to do 
is share my spirituality with 
those who are interested. 

“I’m not asking people 
to turn to spiritualism, but 
maybe just look at it with 
an open mind - because it’s 
helped me so much in my 
life.”

Ella Walker tries to get her head around the 
two factions of UB40 with help from 
original founder Ali Campbell 


SO, there are two UB40s these days: 
the UB40 led by original founding 
member Ali Campbell, and then there’s 
the eight-man “dark side” featuring 
Ali’s usurping elder brother Duncan ... 

Let's just say this is one family 
argument you're best off out of. 

The original UB40 though, the ones 
behind worldwide hits Red Red Wine, 
Can't Help Falling in Love, and I Got 
You Babe, sold more than 70 million 
records and propelled reggae music 
into the mainstream after forming in 
Birmingham in the late 70s. 

Now older, wiser, and with the 
two bands not really talking to each 
other, UB40 (the, urn, light side?) are 
in the middle of a world tour, and Ali 
Campbell, alongside Astro and Mickey 
Virtue, is "little bit knackered" having 
just come back from Dubai: 

Newmarket Nights isn't going to 
seem quite so glamorous after all 
that jet-setting . . . 

I think it's quite glamorous actually. I 
do like doing those racecourse gigs. I've 
done quite a few in my time. They're a 
captive audience aren't they? Ha. 

That sounds a bit sinister! What do 
you mean "captive"? 

They're not necessarily there to see 
the band. I like that because you can 
steal some fans if you do a good show, 
which we always do. 

Let's hope there's no actual 


kidnapping. Do you like a 
flutter on the horses? 

Not really, no. I'm 
Scottish; we're a little bit 
mean like that. 

So what should we 
expect from the show? 

Astro is back in the 
fold with me so basically 
we'll be doing a greatest 
hits show, 90 minutes of hits. 

We're lucky because in the 
80s and 90s we had 40 top-20 
hits so we've got enough to draw 
from. We're the perfect festival 
band for that reason. We can rock 
up anywhere and people will know 
the stuff already. 

Just the golden oldies then? 

We're not self-indulgent, we 
don't want to always push our 
new stuff. We've got a new album 
coming out and we'll do a couple 
of numbers off that but until people 
have heard your album I think it's 
a bit daft to be going out and playing 
it live. 

How has it been reforming as a 
trio? 

It's great having Astro back. Mickey 
obviously left the old UB40 when I did 
about six years ago, Astro has only just 
re-joined us [in December] and we're 
enjoying that. Like Mickey said, it's like 
putting on a pair of old boots. 

It's not strange just being the

No it's great. We've got a fantastic 
band with us too; I'd say the hottest 
reggae band in the world at the 
moment. 

How does it work when both 
bands are operating under the same 
name, and playing some of the same 
material? 

Nobody owns the name you see. 


UB40 

was a government registration form 
to get your benefits and we never 
patented it. I think we're all entitled to 
use the name, all original eight of us. 

So at the moment there are two UB40s 
out there: one promoting country 
and western with a bloke who's never 
made a hit record in his life, and there's 
another one promoting reggae and 
we've had 40 top 20 singles. It's up 


t o the 

fans who they want to go and see; the 

original singers or somebody else. 

How upsetting was the original 
split? 

I was heartbroken and I felt 
extremely betrayed obviously by my 
brother as well as my band of brothers. 
It was all very sad and acrimonious at 
the time.

PAUL Weller released his second greatest hits 
compilation More Modern Classics this year and is 
gracing Audley End with his legendary presence. He 
chats to Andy Welch about getting better, getting 
older, and getting happier 

You played a handful of small club shows recently, 
how were they? 

Good fun, but a lot of hard work, which I'm 
not averse too, but it was extremely hard work. 
Cramped for space, sound limitations, the rest of 
it. Our rehearsal space is bigger than those spaces, 
it's like Wembley Stadium compared to them. But it 
is what is, a club gig's a club gig. Good for getting 
warmed up. 

How do you feel about the More Modern Classics 
release? 

I feel good about it. It's most of the singles from 
the last 16 years. There's a lot of material, and I 
think it's a very colourful record. 

There's just one track from 2002's Illumination. Why 
is that? 

Yeah, It's Written In The Stars is the only one. 

Not exactly packed full of hits, that one, and not 
one of my favourite albums, but there are always 
at least a couple of good tunes on every album. 

Do you have a favourite album so far? 

The one I'm working on now is always the 


one I'm fondest of, and I've got a new song that 
I'm really into. But I suppose 22 Dreams is my 
favourite. 

How far into the new album are you? 

Half of it is done I guess, but I can't do anymore 
till September when all the live dates are finished. 
After the festivals we're touring America. Then 
that will be us till the end of the year, in the studio 
finishing the album. I want it done by Christmas 
because I want it out in Spring next year. It's early 
days but what I've got so far is great. It's moving 
on from Sonik, more groove-based and funky. 

Does it feel like an endless cycle? 

I suppose, but not in any way am I complaining 
about that. The only ambition I've got now is to 
live a bit longer and do more of it. 

You seem like you are enjoying yourself more and 
more these days? 

I am very happy. It comes from getting older, 
realising a lot of stuff and having kids growing 
up around you. I am enjoying myself, especially 
in the last few years. It might be a few factors; 
finding the right person to fall in love with, having 
a greater sense of knowing myself and seeing all 
my good points and bad points and that sort of 
stuff. Generally I'm just more comfortable in my 
own skin.

EARTH TO ECHO 

certificate PG, 1h31m 

In 1982, ET phoned home and now 
another stranded extra-terrestrial 
requires assistance from pint-sized 
heroes to safely return to the stars 
in Dave Green's fantastical family- 
oriented adventure. 

Earth To Echo begs obvious 
similarities to Steven Spielberg's 
classic coming-of-age story and the 
1987 fantasy Batteries Not Included. 

Green's special effects-laden 
picture lacks the emotional wallop 
of the former and the unabashed 
charm of the latter, but does tread a 
familiar path through fresh eyes by 
employing the found footage format 
a la Paranormal Activity. 

Characters address an omnipresent 
video camera, verbalising their 
excitement and fear as a night¬ 
time bicycle ride into the desert 
becomes a rescue mission of galactic 
proportions. 

"I'm Reginald. I'm a bit of an 
acquired taste... that's what my 
mom says," confesses one of the 
boys in his endearingly nervous 
introduction. 

Like all examples of the genre, the 
lens invariably points in the right 
direction, regardless of realism, to 
capture important conversations and 
push forward the storyline. 

"What you're about to see is what 
happened to me and my friends 
one year ago," explains Tuck (Brian 



"Astro" Bradley). 

In fragmented footage, we meet 
Tuck's best friends Alex (Teo Halm) 
and Reginald aka Munch (Reese 
Hartwig) after they learn that a 
highway construction project is 
going to tear apart their community 
of Clark County, Nevada. 

The lads will have to relocate 
to different parts of the country, 
signalling the end of their balmy 
childhood. 

On their last night together, the 
boys follow strange signals on their 
mobile phones into the desert. 

They uncover a friendly robot, who 
has become stranded on Earth, 
and the boys pledge to help their 
otherworldly friend locate the 
missing parts of his spaceship so he 
can return home. 

Plucky classmate Emma (Ella 
Wahlestedt) joins the trio as they 
evade shady government officials 
led by Dr Lawrence Masden (Jason 
Gray-Stanford), who are also hunting 
Echo. 


"He just wants to go home!" 
pleads one of the children. 

"That will not happen," sneers 
Masden, "that thing is far too 
valuable." 

Earth To Echo is a state-of-the-art 
ode to ET and its imitators that ups 
the technical ante for a generation 
that prefers to swipe at tablets and 
smart phones rather than go outside 
and play. 

Green employs special effects at 
key junctures, but, for the most 
part, he's reliant on the young cast 
to carry his film. Halm, Bradley and 
Hartwig are appealing without being 
too winsomely cute, and there are 
some genuinely touching scenes of 
the boys choking back emotion as 
the enormity of the situation, and 
the risks, become clear. 

The titular robot's personality is 
encapsulated in a few beeps and 
trills that should, if nothing else, 
remind audiences to keep their 
mobile devices switched off for the 
duration.

Preparing 

for holiday" 

There’s no reason your garden has to end up end in a nearby bucket of water,the 


There’s no reason your garden has to end up 
looking like a sea of straggly, wilted plants 
while you’re on holiday, even if you don’t have 
neighbours or friends who’ll water it while you are 
away. 

The secret is to have water-saving plans in 
place, along with tactics which will lead to the 
least water loss possible. 

Hanging baskets, among 
the thirstiest of customers, 
can be dunked in a bucket of 
water, or an old washing-up 
bowl filled with water, and 
given a complete soaking 
before you go. Then, if you 
have room, dig a shallow hole 
in a shady bed which will 
house the basket while you're 
away. Place a water globe, or 
a plastic bottle with the end 
cut off, spout-side down into 
the basket and fill it with water so that the plants 
receive a gradual top-up. 

Place your patio pots together in a shady spot, 
to slow down evaporation, then give them a 
thorough soaking and place them on a large tray 
housing soaked capillary matting, which should 
feed the roots with enough moisture until your 
return. Cut a strip of matting, submerging one 



end in a nearby bucket of water,^md the other 
running down to the matting in the tray, which 
should act as a conduit to keep it moist. 

There are also many automatic irrigation 
systems available, varying in simplicity. Most work 
on a timer system attached to your outside tap, 
supplying water via drip feeders or soaker hoses 
to release water slowly to the 
areas it's needed in the beds 
and borders, or to your patio 
plants. More sophisticated 
types have sensors which detect 
rain and adjust the watering 
requirements accordingly, 
while others start and stop the 
irrigation process according to 
moisture levels in the soil. 

For those with plants such 
as tomatoes, there are troughs 
available on to which you can 
place a growbag. Underneath 
the trough is a reservoir which will keep plants 
watered for up to 14 days through capillary 
watering spikes which pierce the growbag and 
supply the roots with the water they need. 

Of course, canny gardeners will have thought 
about the problems of watering and will have 
gone for plants which don't require much help. 
Geraniums, for instance, love Mediterranean 



climates and will survive for some time without 
water. Cosmos, escholzia (Californian poppy, 
pictured), gazania, morning glory and helichrysum 
are all pretty drought tolerant, as are diascia, 
nicotiana, osteospermum and zinnia. 

Don't worry if your grass dries out. If you mow 
it before you go, leave the clippings on the lawn 
which will act as a mulch and conserve moisture. 
Otherwise, feel free to leave it long and then 
you should be able to give it a good cut on your 
return, while the long grass will have protected 
the strong roots underneath. Grass invariably 
grows back healthily with the autumn rains. 

If you have a vegetable garden, give it a 
thorough soaking so the water goes deep down 
into the ground to the roots, as late as you can 


before you leave. If you have neighbours, get 
them to harvest any ripening produce (either for 
you or for themselves). 

If you're away for more than a few days, 
remove young beans, immature peas and baby 
courgettes as if these mature on the vine, the 
plant will stop fruiting. If you've grown sweet peas 
with your climbing beans, to help with pollination, 
pick off all the sweet pea flowers (not just the 
ones in bloom) because otherwise the plants will 
stop flowering. 

You may inevitably lose some plants while 
you're on holiday - but with a little TLC and a 
good deadhead or trim on your return, they may 
bounce back to give you pleasure for the rest of 
the summer.

Japanese cars top reliability survey 


THERE'S some good news 
for owners of cars from 
Japanese brands, as they 
have topped a recent 
reliability survey conducted 
by Warranty Direct. 

The bad news? Certain 
UK brands didn't perform 
so well. 

UK reliability figures were 
based on the performance 
of Jaguar, Land Rover and 
Vauxhall models. Warranty 
Direct said that UK brands 
had been placed bottom 
of the eight-nation table 
"thanks to low reliability 
scores from both Jaguar 
and Land Rover". 

Its reliability table was 
drawn up from analysis 
of UK-owned vehicles 
averaging five years old and 


with mileages of around 
50,000. 

The lower the score given 
to a particular country's 
cars, the more reliable they 
were. 

Japan, with a score of 
80, was at the top of the 
list, followed by France 
(with a score of 113), South 
Korea (123), and USA 
(156). Then came Sweden 
(158), Germany (168), Italy 
(170.5) and, in last place, 
the UK with a score of 209. 

The most common faults 
for all the cars analysed 
were either axle and 
suspension or electrical. 

Warranty Direct pointed 
out that many Britons drove 
foreign cars that were made 
in the UK, for example, the 


Nissan Qashqai is produced 
in Sunderland and the 
Honda Civic in Swindon. 

Commenting on the 
survey, Warranty Direct 
managing director David 
Gerrans said: "Though 
the automotive industry 
has many blurred lines 
now in terms of countries 
of origin, the average 
consumer maintains certain 
preconceptions about car 
brands and the countries 
that create them. 

"'German reliability' is 
an oft-used phrase, but 
as demonstrated here, 
the country's output as a 
whole doesn't match up to 
its close neighbours, the 
French, whose cars as a 
whole are more reliable."

WHAT’S new?: Porsche intro¬ 
duced an all-new Cayman in 
2013 and it was essentially just 
that; a new structure and chas¬ 
sis, new engines, a new exterior 
design and a far superior cabin, 
writes Matt Joy. 

The standard Cayman proved 
to be a terrific thing in its own 
right, but as with many high per¬ 
formance cars, getting the right 
specification is everything. 

This then is arguably the ulti¬ 
mate specification Cayman; in 
S form with the more powerful 
3.4-litre 321bhp engine, the pur¬ 
ist’s choice of six-speed manual 
gearbox, the pricey but superb 
carbon ceramic brakes and the 
uncompromising but superbly 
supportive bucket seats. 

Looks and image: Where the 
previous Cayman was a relative¬ 
ly discreet-looking machine, the 
latest version has a bit more per¬ 
sonality.

Space and practicality: There’s 
more space in the cabin for hu¬ 
mans, and its easier to get com¬ 
fortable as a result. You’ll find a 
little bit more storage in the cab¬ 
in too; certainly a little less than 
a similarly-sized hatchback but 
you won’t struggle to stash keys, 
phones and the like. 

Luggage space requires a lit¬ 
tle more effort. There’s 415 litres 
on offer, which sounds good, 
but as this is a mid-engined car, 
the space is divided between 
the front and the rear - so take 
squashy bags rather than big suit¬ 
cases. 

Behind the wheel: Every¬ 
thing feels just right from the 
hot seat; the driving position 


and the weight of the controls 
are sublime. Fire up the flat six 
and there is a complex, delicious 
growl from the exhaust - in fact 
the sports exhaust option means 
more noise, it’s an essential 
choice. 

The Cayman S is so well honed 
it can deal with the boring day- 
to-day driving without effort, but 
when the road opens up, you 
realise just how good it is. The 
steering is sharp but weighty 
and not hyperactive, while the 
handling balance is simply stun¬ 
ning. You can lean hard on it 
with complete confidence, and 
those carbon brakes are hugely 
reassuring. Most importantly, the 
3.4-litre engine is slick, sonorous 
and deliciously fast. 

Value for money: A standard 
Cayman S checks in at a not- 
unreasonable £48,783 and for 
that money you’ll have yourself 
an outstanding sports car. Of 
course, a few choice options can 
bump the price a little, and the 


standard equipment levels are 
fairly modest. 

On the other hand, the Cayman 
is one of the least-depreciating 
cars you can buy, so should you 
be daft enough to sell it, you’ll get 
more of your money back than 
with almost all rivals. 

Who would buy one?: If you 
want your sports car to be a gen¬ 
uine ground-up road machine 
rather than a track refugee or a 
hopped-up version of a standard 
car, this is the one for you. As 
long as you only need two seats, 
you could use it every day and 
not find it a chore, whereas if 
you’re lucky enough for it to be 
your weekend play-thing, then 
your weekends are going to be 
amazing. 

This car summed up in a single 
word: Nirvana. 

If this car was a...: A celeb¬ 
rity, it would be Ryan Gosling. 
So annoyingly perfect you want 
to hate it, but unfortunately you 
just can’t...

Queen’s horse 
fails drugs test

A RACEHORSE owned by the Queen 
has tested positive for morphine, a 
prohibited substance, Buckingham 
Palace announced. 

Estimate, which won the Gold 
Cup at Royal Ascot in 2013 and 
came second in the same race this 
year, is a five-year-old filly trained 
by Sir Michael Stoute. 

Initial indications are that the 
positive test resulted from the con¬ 
sumption of a contaminated feed 
product, the palace said. The Queen, 
who cheered the horse on to success 
at Royal Ascot last year, has been 
informed of the development. 

A statement by John Warren, the 
Queen’s Bloodstock and Racing Ad¬ 
visor, said: “On Thursday, July 17 
the British Horseracing Authority 
(BHA) announced that a number of 
post-race samples, obtained from 
recent race meetings, had been 
found to indicate the presence 
of morphine, which is a prohib¬ 
ited substance on race days. Five 
horses, under the care of various 
trainers, were affected. 

“I can confirm that one of those 
horses was Estimate, the five year- 
old filly trained by Sir Michael Stoute 
and owned by The Queen. Initial 
indications are that the positive test 
resulted from the consumption of a 
contaminated feed product. 

“Sir Michael is working closely 
with the feed company involved to 
discover how the product may have 
become contaminated prior to 
delivery to his stables. 

“As the BHA investigates this 
matter, including potential links 
between the different cases, Sir 
Michael continues to offer his full 
co-operation. There will be no 
further comment until the BHA 
announces its considered findings. 
Her Majesty has been informed of 
the situation.” 

■ William Buick is keeping his 
fingers crossed conditions at 
Ascot do not become too quick 
ahead of Eagle Top’s tilt at the 
QIPCO-sponsored King George 
VI And Queen Elizabeth Stakes on 
Saturday. 

John Gosden’s Pivotal colt put 
a disappointing handicap de¬ 
feat at Leicester behind him 
with a brilliant display in the 
King Edward VII Stakes at the 


Royal meeting last month and is 
set to be pitched in against his 
elders for the first time this week¬ 
end, having been supplemented at 
a cost of £75,000. 

“He was very good at Ascot, obvi¬ 
ously. Hopefully the ground won’t 
get too fast for Saturday. If it gets on 
the firm side, it wouldn’t really suit 
him,” said Buick. 

“It’s a good King George this year, 
but the three-year-olds get a good 
bit of weight from the older horses 
and he’s coming off the back of an 
impressive win in the King Edward. 

“We’re all very much looking for¬ 
ward to it.” 

One of Eagle Top’s main threats is 
likely to come from within his own 
yard in the shape of Epsom Oaks 
heroine Taghrooda, who is set to be 
ridden by owner Sheikh Hamdan 
A1 Maktoum’s retained rider Paul 
Hanagan. 

“I’m happy to take her on,” said 
Buick. “I’ve always had a lot of be¬ 
lief in Eagle Top and everyone in 
the yard is happy with him.” 

With Hanagan likely to side 
with the unbeaten Classic hero¬ 


ine, Sheikh Hamdan’s second 
jockey Dane O’Neill will come 
in for the mount aboard William 
Haggas-trained Coral-Eclipse hero 
Mukhadram. 

“It’s great for Sheikh Hamdan he’s 
got two live chances in such a pres¬ 
tigious race,” said the jockey. 

“William has always been quietly 
confident he’ll get the mile and a 
half. To pick up a live, spare ride like 
him is unbelievable. 

“He’s a very straightforward and 
he’s pretty versatile. He can go for¬ 
ward or drop in a little bit, so I’m 
over the moon to pick him up.” 

The Sir Michael Stoute-trained 
Telescope heads ante-post lists 
following his brilliant display in 
the Hardwicke Stakes at the Royal 
meeting, with Lady Cecil’s Noble 
Mission completing the intended 
runners from HQ. 

t Rae Guest’s speedy filly Jane’s 
Memory will run next at either 
Newbury or York after her recent 
forays to France. 

The daughter of Captain Rio won 
at Leicester on her debut. 

In her next two races in Chantilly, 


she was second in a Listed event 
and filled the same spot in a Group 
Three behind the highly-regarded 
Goken. 

“There’s a five-furlong Listed race 
at Newbury in mid-August that she 
could run in and if she didn’t run 
there she could go for the Lowther 
at York, that’s the plan anyway,” 
said Guest. 

■ Roger Varian could be double- 
handed in Saturday’s Sky Bet York 
Stakes with both Farraaj and Cam¬ 
eron Highland under consideration 
for the Knavesmire feature. 

Farraaj was an emphatic winner 
of the John Smith’s Cup at the track 
earlier this month and will be step¬ 
ping back up to Pattern company 
for the first time since March. 

Winner of the Group Three 
Winter Derby at Lingfield last 
season, Farraaj was last tried at that 
level when finishing fifth in the 
defence of his crown. 

Varian, who won the York Stakes 
with Sri Putra in 2012, is also 
considering an outing for Cameron 
Highland, a dual Listed winner who 
finished sixth on his seasonal bow. 


Encke ready 
for Glorious 
racing return 

GODOLPHIN'S St Leger winner 
Encke is poised to return to 
action in the Coutts Glorious 
Stakes at Goodwood after 
pleasing connections in a 
racecourse gallop last weekend. 

Not seen since denying 
Camelot a place in history in 
2012, he was suspended from 
racing for the majority of last 
year following the Mahmood Al 
Zarooni drugs scandal. 

Encke worked with Personal 
Opinion over a mile and drew 
clear with two furlongs to run. 

Trainer Charlie Appleby said: 
"Encke came out of the gallop 
very well this morning and it is 
all systems go for Goodwood at 
the moment. 

"He is heading for the Group 
Three Coutts Glorious Stakes 
over a mile and a half on Friday, 
August 1, provided there is good 
ground. We wouldn't want to 
race him on fast ground there. 

"Encke is showing all the 
right signs but the race will 
tell us whether he holds the 
same enthusiasm and ability he 
displayed as a three-year-old. 

"He was in Dubai for the 
winter and we have taken our 
time with him on purpose so he 
can compete in the second half 
of this season." 

■ Euro Charline is set to 
continue her career with Marco 
Botti in Friday's Woodcote Stud 
EBF Stallions Valiant Stakes at 
Ascot. 

The three-year-old, who is 
owned by American syndicate 
Team Valor, was expected 
to depart for the States after 
her fine run in third in the 
Coronation Stakes at Ascot. 

However, following a change of 
heart, Botti has had the green light 
to plot her foreseeable future. 

"She was supposed to go to 
Saratoga for a Grade Two but 
it was a complicated flight and 
Team Valor decided to change 
plans," said Botti. 

"She will stay in Europe and 
obviously I'm delighted to keep 
her. There's a one-mile Listed 
race at Ascot this week that she 
could run in and I think she will 
go there rather than for the Oak 
Tree at Goodwood which is over 
seven furlongs." 
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
